At  GOP  Convention  In  Chicago 


INTERNATIONAL  AMPHI- 
THEATRE, Chicago,  July  26 
(UPI)  — President  Eisenhower 
challenged  Soviet  Premier  Nik- 
ita S.  Khrushchev  to  agree  to 
unfettered  world-wide  elections 
so  men  everywhere  can  choose 
between  freedom  and  Commun- 
ism. 

Addressing  a tumultuous  27th 
Republican  National  Convention, 
Eisenhower  also  disclosed  he  will 
meet  soon  with  Republican  and 
Democratic  congressional  leaders 
to  see  if  recent  belligerent  Sov- 
iet actions  require  any  step-up 
in  U.  S.  defense  efforts. 

THE  PRESIDENT  told  the 
1,331  convention  delegates — and 
additional  hundreds  packing  the 
galleries — that  Russia  was  guil- 
ty of  flagrantly  misrepresenting 
facts  and  of  precipitating  one 
crisis  after  another  in  recent 
months. 

In  addition  to  rattling  their 
missiles,  he  said,  the  Soviets 
wrecked  the  Paris  summit  con- 
ference and  its  ftopes  for  a re- 


laxation of  tensions  and  more 
recently  callously  shot  down  an 
American  RB-47  reconnaissance 
bomber  over  international  wa- 
ters. 

It  was  in  this  stern  context 
that  Eisenhower  announced  he 
would  meet  with  congressional 
leaders  to  evaluate  the  situation. 
Meantime,  he  said,  he  will  make 
any  changes  in  the  nation’s  de- 
fense structure  that  events  may 
require.

which  were  the  exact  appraisals 
set  by  the  state  for  the  surplus 
land.  When  no  bidders  spoke 
up  the  sale  was  concluded  im- 
mediately. The  land  was  auc- 
tioned at  the  specific  request  of 
BYU. 

Officials  of  the  institution  said 
future  expansion  plans  included 
a branch  in  Phoenix  with  an 
eventual  student  population  of 
5,000  or  more. 

The  university  sought  the 
State  Hospital  farmland  because 
it  is  one  of  the  few  large  un- 
divided parcels  remaining  in 
Phoenix  and  is  ideally  situated 
for  the  school’s  purposes. 

THE  PROPOSED  sale  brought 
some  opposition  in  the  State 
Legislature  earlier  in  the  year 
but  most  of  it  was  under  cover 
and  a majority  in  both  houses 
beat  down  attempts  to  sidetrack 
the  sale.  A bill  was  passed  auth- 
orizing the  transaction  either  for 
cash'  or  on  five  year  payment 
terms  and  stipulating  that  bid- 
ding should  start  at  a figure 
agreed  upon  by  three  state  ap- 
pointed appraisers. 

The  State  Planning  and  Build- 
ing Commission,  which  has  pow- 
er to  dispose  of  surplus  state 
property,  decided  to  make  the 
sale  for  cash  plus  appraiser’s 
fees. 

THE  LEGISLATION  earmark- 
ed the  proceeds  for  a state  hos- 
pital construction  fund  to  run 
for  six  years  after  which  un- 
appropriated money  would  re- 
vert to  the  state  general  fund. 

Cost  of  the  land  in  east  Phoe- 
nix, was  approximately  $6,000 
per  acre..  The  new  junior  college 
will  be  near  Arizona  State  Uni- 
versity, a few  miles  farther  east 
in  Tempe.

% cup  strained  honey

% cup  dried  currants

2 teaspoons  baking 
powder 

U teaspoon  salt

14  cup  strained  honey 

3 tablespoons  water 

Boil  honey  and  water  in  sauce- 
pan 2 minutes,  stirring  constant- 
ly. Remove  from  heat;  refriger- 
ate until  cold.  Pour  over  cold 
cake.
